Hearty congratulations are going out to the people 
of Puerto Rico on the 10th anniversary of the island’s 
association with the United States as a 
common­ 
wealth. * 
Puerto Rico’s democratically chosen status is not 
th a t of an independent nation, nor yet a state but 
something unique. It has been, both economically and 
politically, a highly successful experiment. 
Twenty years ago, the island was an American scan­ 
dal. T hat is. it would have been had more people been 
aware of conditions there. At the time, it seemed to be 
drifting aimlessly in the backwaters of administrative 
neglect. 
After World War II. thousands of Puerto Ricans 
stream ed to America, particularly New York, in search 
of a better life. Puerto Ricans are American citizens 
and subject to military service. < but do not pay fed­ 
eral taxes and cannot Vote for president unless* they 
move to the mainland. 
Today, people the world over know the story of the 
comonwealth’s rapid rise in living standards from an 
average $121 per capita a year in 1942 to $622 in 1962. 
Much of the credit goes to Gov. Luis Munoz Marin, 
who has held office as governor continuously since 
1948. He has spurred the new housing, schools/indust­ 
ries and improved sanitation that are remaking the is­ 
land. 
The job is far from over, of course, and many still 
emigrate to the mainland, for $622 a year still classifies 
the land as underdeveloped in American terms. But 
Puerto Rico has already become a bigger market for 
American goods than Argentina and Brazil combined 
More important, it has become an impressive examp­ 
le to the millions of Latin Americans still struggling 
under the twin burdens of poverty and tyranny. 
In fact, Puerto Rico has sent “foreign aid” in the 
form of economic experts to the Dominican Republic to 
assist in the strengthening of the tender young democ­ 
racy there. 
Governor Munoz, with the agreement of President 
Kennedy, has indicated he would like to hold a plebis­ 
cite soon to fix Puerto Rico’s status permanently. 
“Enemies and misguided friends of the United States 
and Puerto Rico,” said the governor, “have charged 
that the commonwealth was not the free choice of the 
people of Puerto Rico acting in their sovereign capaci- 
ty, Slit was merely a different kind of colonial arrange­ 
ment to which they consented.'” 
The outcome of a plebiscite would be overwhelming­ 
ly far continuance of the commonwealth and would 
effectively kill such charges.
